No. F. 10-4/2009-U-3A—Whereas Section 3 of the 
University Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 states "The 
Central Government may, on the advice of the Commission, 
declare by notification in the Official Gazette, that any 
institution for higher education, other than a University, 
shall be deemed to be a University for the purposes of this 
Act, and on such a declaration being made, all the provisions 
of this Act shall apply to such institution as if it were a 
University within Ae meaning of clause (f) of section 2". 

2. And whereas, a proposal was received by the Central 
Government in Januaiy 2009 from SRM Institute of Science 
& Technology (SRM University), an institution deemed to 
be university, seeking approval for opening of off-campus 
centres and thereby seeking inclusion of SRM College of 
Engineering & Technology, Irungalur (Tiruchirapalli) and 
Chennai Medical College & Hospital, Irungalur 
(Tiruchirapalli) under its ambit; 

3. And whereas, the proposal was sent to University 
Grants Commission on 3.3.2009 seeking the Commission's 
recommendations as required under the provisions of 
Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956; 

4. And whereas, die Government ordered a review of the 
institutions deemed to be universities on 04.06.2009 wherein 
SRM Institute of Science & Technology, an institution 
deemed to be university, was placed in Table-II (second 
category), i.e., institutions found to be deficient in some 
aspects which need to be rectified over a three year period 
for them to transit into the first category for their 
continuation as institutions deemed to be universities, by 
the Review Committee constituted by the Government; 

5. And whereas, the Report of the Review Committee 
was accepted, in principle, by flte Government and therefore, 
bringing further institutions under the ambit of such an 
institution deemed to be university would weaken its 
academic standard; 

6. And whereas, the matter regarding the review of 
institutions deemed to be universities is sub judice in the 
Supreme Court of India [Viplav Sharma Vs. Uol WP (C) 142 
of2006]; 

7. And whereas, die recommendations of the University 
Grants Commission (UGC) in the matter dated 30.09.2009 
were received by the Central Government on 05.10.2009 and 
after careful examination under the UGC Guidelines (2000) 
in respect of institutions deemed to be universities, 
observations were communicated by the Government to 
the UGC on 14.12.2009 seeking clarifications from the 
institution deemed to be university in question including 
admission of students in the proposed off-campus centres 
thereof; 

8. And whereas, UGC forwarded to the Central 
Government the clarification provided by the institution 


deemed to be university wherein it was mentioned inter alia 
that the Chennai Medical College at Tiruchirapalli was 
affiliated to Tamil Nadu Dr. MGR Medical University and 
that the Medical College admitted students in die academic 
session 2009-2010; 

9. And whereas, SRM Institute of Science and 
Technology approached the Madras High Court [WP No. 
10952/2010] and the Hon'ble High Court vide its order dated 
15.06.2010 directed the Government to grant approval/ 
sanction to the institution in question for starting its off- 
campus centres at Tiruchirapalli, if the application of the 
petitioner was in order; 

10. And whereas, the Government appealed against the 
aforementioned order of the Madras High Court [WA No. 
1982/2010] and the Hon'ble High Court was pleased to 
modify its order, vide its order in Appeal dated 22.09.2010 
and directed the Government to consider the application of 
the institution deemed to be university in question seeking 
approval/sanction to start the off-campus centres in 
accordance with Rules and Regulations of the University 
Grants Commission and take a decision within four weeks 
from the date of the order; 

11. And fiuther whereas, the UGC (Institutions deemed 
to be imiversities). Regulations have already come into 
force with effect from 26.052010 and Regulation 23 therein 
stipulates that all pending proposals, including those 
seeking inclusion of off-campus centres under the ambit of 
the applicant institution deemed to be universities, shall be 
governed by these Regulations; 

12. And whereas, UGC has sent its advice to the Central 
Government on 09.11.2010 stating inter alia that the 
institution deemed to be university in question may be 
asked to apply afresh for inclusion of its proposed off- 
campus centres at Tiruchirapalli in accordance with the 
decision of the Commission on 27.09.2010 tlrat all proposals, 
including the present proposal from SRM Institute of 
Science & Technology seeking approval for inclusion of its 
off-campus centres, viz., SRM College of Engineerii^ & 
Technology and Chennai Medical College & Hospital, at 
Tiruchirapalli, should be processed as per the UGC 
(Institutions deemed to be universities) Regulations, 2010; 

13. Now, therefore, in view of the above circumstances 
and in terms of the provisions of Section 3 of the UGC Act, 
1956, the Central Government, after considering all relevant 
facts, hereby accepts the advice of UGC dated 09.11.2010. 
Accordingly, the institution deemed to be university may 
apply afresh for inclusion of SRM College of Engineering 
& Technology and Cheimai Medical College, both located 
at Irungalur (Tiruchirapalli), under its ambit, in accordance 
with the UGC (Institutions deemed to be imiversities) 
Regulations, 2010. 

14. This order issues with the approval of the Competent

II. FUNCTIONS OF THE SAMITI 

Functions of the Samiti will be to render advice to the 
Government in regard to the implementation of the provisions 
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relating to Official Language contained in the Constitution, 
Official Language Act and Rules and Policy decisions of the 
Kendriya Hindi Samiti and instructions issued by the 
Departaient of Official Language and also in regard to the 
progressive use of Hindi in the Department of 
Telecommunications and its attached. Subordinate, Corporate 
Offices. 

(iii) TENURE OF THE SAMITI 

The tenure of the Samiti will be three years from the date 
of its constitution. Members of Parliament, who are members 
of the Samiti, shall cease to be members of the Samiti on the 
dissolution of the House or on expiry of their term or 
otherwise ceasing to be members of the House. If a vacancy 
arises in the Samiti, the member nominated against that 
vacancy shall hold office for the remaining period. Under 
special circumstances the tenure of the Samiti may be 
curtailed or extended. 

IV. GENERAL 

The Headquarters of the Samiti shall be at New Delhi. 
However, it may hold its meetings at any outstations also, 
if necessary. 

V. TRAVELLING AND OTHER ALLOWANCES 

The Department of Official Language, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Government of India, vide their Office Memorandum 
No. II/20034/04/2005-OL(Policy-2) dated 3rd February, 2006 
has stated that as the 15 Non-Official members include 6 
Members of Parliament, nominated in the Hindi Salahakar 
Samitis constituted by Central Ministries/Department, so 
the provision regarding Travelling/Daily Allowance is made 
more elaborate in the following maimer:— 

(a) The members of Parliament nominated in the Samiti 
will be paid Travelling Allowance and Daily 
Allowance as per the provisions in the "Members of 
Parliament (Salary, Allowance and Pension) Act, 
1954", amendments issued from time to time and 
rules made thereunder. 

(b) Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance to other 
Non-Official Members of the Samiti will be paid as 
per the guidelines contained in the Department of 
Official Language OM No. II/20034/04/86-OL(A-2) 
dated 22nd January, 1987 and in accordance with the 
prescribed rates and rules as amended from time to 
time by the Government of India.
